William Henry Margetson RI (born in London, 
December 1861 — 2 January 1940) was a British painter 
and illustrator, mainly known for his aesthetic portraits 
of women. He first exhibited his paintings at the 

Royal Academy, (1885), and went on to exhibit in many 
other places. He also did the illustrations for Whistler's 
Havelok the Dane.
